Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1 -7,9, and 1 0 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per independent claims 1,9, and 10, the recited claim language pertaining to a 
hypothesis section discriminating a first and a second word speech part, determining possible 
arcs in relation to the speech parts, and detection a possible speech part behind the second arc is 
not explicitly taught by the prior art of record. Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art of speech signal processing to modify the teachings of the prior art 
of record to obtain the recited claim limitations above pertaining to independent claims 1, 9 and 



A representative piece of prior art is displayed in Bahl et al (5615299). Bahl et al teaches 
storing speech information in a baseform dictionary in a node structure (col. 8 lines 48-64), using 
discriminate matrix to determine class (context), (col. 1 line 35 - col. 2 line 10) and expanding 
the hypothesis (col. 8 line 48 - col. 9 line 9). However, Bahl et al does not explicitly teach the 
hypothesis structure to explore behind the second possible arc to determine a possible speech 
part.
